Civic election 2007: Karen Leibovici, Ward 1 
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ONE OF THE REASONS KAREN 
Leibovici originally got involved in 
politics 14 years ago was the dismal 
state of transportation in the west 
end—and transportation remains 
one of the big issues in Ward 1. A 
transportation study was recently _ 
completed, but the next big piece of 
the puzzle is the Bus Rapid Transit 
route to the west end. The proposed 
route on Stony Plain is highly con- 
tentious. 

Leibovic argues strongly for two 
high-speed routes connecting the 
west end with both downtown and 
the southside. But in this election so 
dominated by building, fixing and 
fussing over our roads, Leibovici is 
also pushing for overpasses on the 
Anthony Henday, Stony Plain Road, 
Lessard Road and Cameron 
Heights. 

That's this election, but longstand- 
ing questions also surround the two- 
time Ward 1 councillor’s future 
ambitions and a possible run at the 
mayor's chair in 2010. She’s been 
asked these questions numerous 
times in the past and although she 
won't say no, she says there are too 
many professional and personal 
unknowns for her to give any con- 
clusive answer now. 

Here's what'the former MLA and 
three-time Ward 1 candidate had to 
say about BRT, the provincial task- 
force on housing and her time in the 
political arena. 


SEE Magazine: One of your oppo- 
nents says you've been in politics too 
long. How do you respond? 

Karen Leibovici: Well, | have- 
been in politics for a long time. 
Municipally, I will be going for my 
third term... I don’t think that is too 
long. I think that’s something the 
voter will decide, whether I’m com- 
ing up with new ideas and able to 
represent them. 

SEE: In the west end, the Bus 
Rapid Transit route is a contentious 


issue. One of the ideas that came up 
at the public meeting was that if we 
are going to spend close to a billion 
dollars on BRT, why not spend that 
kind of money on LRT? The other 
extreme was a simple increase in the 
frequency of Route 100. Where do 
you stand? 
"KL: The express bus isn’t good 
enough. We are making a decision 
for 20 or 30 years down the road... 
What will get people out of their cars 
is a true high-speed transit system. 
[BRT] is a cheaper way of getting to 
high-speed transit. | don’t think it’s 
an either-or equation and [BRT] isa 
good place to start. | also don’t think 
that’s its an either-or equation with 
one route to the west. I think we 
need two high-speed transit routes 
to the west. Geographically, it’s a 
huge area and we need two lines 
from the west end.... One of the rea- 
sons I got involved in politics many 
years ago was the state of trans- 
portation in the west end. We are not 
quite there. I'll be happy when we 
have those dedicated corridors for 
high-speed transit.

conservative. What do you think 
about borrowing to get Edmonton’s 
high-speed system running sooner? 
KL: You don’t necessarily have to 
borrow to do that. You need the 
funding commitment and you need 
to know where those dollars are 
going for the next five-to-10-year 
period. For that we need to have cer- 
tainly from both the federal and 
provincial governments that when 
they announce a grant program— 

























































that it is for a 10-year period, 
because we can not tender out for 
one year. The other piece of it is that 
you couldn’t do the whole system a 
once, If you were doing your road- 
work plus eVerything else, there isn 
enough capacity in terms of contrac 
tors with the specialized skills to 
build the LRT. You have to stage it 
so it is going to take a number of 
years to get it done everywhere in 
the city... and the LRT isn’t the only 
project. 

SEE: You were on the housing 
taskforce Are you satisfied with 
what the province has done so far! 

KL: I think given the short tum- 
around time... I think they did well 
Obviously, there needs to be more 
work done. The piece that I think 
really has to be stated is that housing 
is a provincial responsibility. We 
don’t mind helping out, but it’s not 
our responsibility. If it’s becoming 
our responsibility, then we need the 
kind of deep pockets that the 
province has.

I’m not sure 
how much of a percentage is left of 
unpaved alleys... But once that 


powers that be if I feel that some- 
one’s human rights are being violat- 
ed. I will stand up with them regard- 
less of who they are. I might not 
even like their character.

What | called for was an investiga- 
tion on whether or not their human 
rights were violated. I wasn’t crazy 
about the process and their going to 
the RCMP.

We'll see what the outcome is 
going to be.... There are still issues 
that need to be worked out. There 
has to be cultural competency train- 
ing for city police, not for how to 
deal with the aboriginal community, 
but also with all the other cultures in 
the city. 

SEE: Do you have any qualms 
about becoming the person on coun- 
cil that people look to on aboriginal 
issues? 

LC: No. When it comes to the abo- 
riginal thing, no. If you have this big 
Indian sitting on council, people are 
going to say: ‘Hey, let’s go to him 
and find out.’ And they should 
because my community recognizes 
me as a leader. My community 
asked me to move forward with this, 
knowing that part of my role will be 
education, continuing the work I've 
already started. 

SEE: In looking at your platform, 
you are saying many of the same 
things as other candidates across the 
city. “Making smarter choices,” for 
example, that's pretty broad. 

LC: The policy of smart choices 
that’s coming out, that hasn’t been 
approved yet, calls for a five per cent 
affordable housing clause, and I’m 
saying we could easily double that...

Under an MMP system, which 
was overwhelmingly recommended 
by a Citizens’ Assembly on Electoral 
Reform, Ontarians would vote as 
usual for a local MPP in a first-past- 
the-post system, but would also get 
a second vote for the party of their 
choice. In the end, the number of 
seats held by each party would 
reflect its popular vote. 

The reason to support this alterna- 
tive is that it is, quite simply, more 
democratic. 

In Canada, where the electorate is 


fairly progressive, the result would 
generally be more progressive repre- 
sentation in the legislatures. (As 
Tom Flanagan, a strategist for 
Stephen Harper in the 2006 federal 
election, noted in his recent book, 
Harper's Team: “Neither the philos- 
ophy of conservatism nor the party 
brand comes close to,commanding 
majority support.) 

We can see the potential impact 
by looking at the results of the 2003 
Ontario election, which gave Dalton 
McGuinty’s Liberals a comfortable 
72-seat majority (in a 103-seat legisla- 
ture), and reduced the Conservatives 
to 24 seats and the NDP to a lonely 7 
seats. 

Under an MMP system, reflecting

Neither of these leaders 
had the support of the majority of 
Ontario voters. 

Instead we would have ended up 
with governments that more accu- 
rately reflected the generally centrist- 
progressive nature of Ontarians.

MONSTERING: INSIDE AMERICA’S POLICY 
OF SECRET INTERROGATIONS AND 
TORTURE IN THE TERROR WAR 

By Tara McKelvey. Carroll & Graf, 336 pp., 
$32.95 





GREED. -T@RTURE. MURDER. IN 
America, these things constitute a 
form of entertainment. There are 
countless movies that feature brutal 
scenes of masked killers gleefully 
disrhembering their victims; hugely 
stieéssful novels are published with 
“hdrrgwing” scenes of torture or 
death (thank you, Mr. Potter); and a 
good number of the nation’s 
favourite television series are in the 
post-mortem investigation vein, a la 
CSI This is a culture of blood. 

But how does this fascination with 
tertor, pain, and death fit into Life, 
Liberty, and the Pursuit of Happi- 
ness? And how does it affect how 
Americans behave themselves when 
put in a position of power over other 
human beings? 

Tara McKelvey’s new exposé 
Monstering is a full-scale journalistic 
account of the abuses that occurred 
at Abu Ghraib and elsewhere during 
the first half of the American occu- — 
pation of Iraq and Afghanistan. 
Beginning with the question “How 
did this happen?”, McKelvey traces 
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the practices of torture and humilia- 
tion from individual soldiers and 
American contractors back to the 
Bush administration, all the while 
grappling with the official mentality 
that could create such conditions. 
Eventually, McKelvey must change 
her question, ending with “How 
could this nothave happened?” 

A journalist, contributing editor at 
Mane Claire magazine, and research 
fellow at New York University 
School of Law’s Center on Law and 
Security, McKelvey is well-placed to 
document the most embarrassing 
international debacle the American 
administration has been involved in 
since the Vietnam War. Using more 
than 200 interviews as well as official 
documents, memos, and policy writ- 
ings, McKelvey draws a vivid por- 
trait not only of the atrocities com- 
mitted at Abu Ghraib and other 
American-run detention facilities in 
the Middle East, but also of the offi- 
cial party line on torture which not 
only made Abu Ghraib possible but, 
according to McKelvey, inevitable. 

Abu Ghraib is the focal point of 
McKelvey’s investigations, if only 
because (a) the torture photographs 
shown on television and newspa- 
pers are notorious and led to large- 
scale awareness of the crimes; and 
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(b) there is a wealth of information 
available about the conditions (for 
Americans as well as Iraqi detainees) 
in Abu Ghraib, This is one of Mc- 
Kelvey’s great strengths as well as 
one of her weaknesses. 

McKelvey doesn’t simply take 
sides; instead, she interviews both 
Americans (solders and civilians, 
guilty parties and whistleblowers) 
and Iraqis, presenting a composite 
picture of life in the prison. For the 
politically minded, this can be frus- 
trating. But while Monstering doesn’t 
claim a political stance for or against 
the war on terror itself, this compos- 
ite has the effect of a political ges- 
ture—the realities of the terror war 
and of an administration that at least 
tacitly condoned “harsh interroga- 
tion techniques” (through Yoo and 
Flanigan’s official “Torture Memo” 
and through the denial of the stan- 
dards of the Geneva Convention for 
detainees) are effective arguments in 
and of themselves. 

Monstering isn’t easy to read. 
McKelvey’s style is journalistic and 
based on the seemingly inex- 
haustible lists of facts and figures she 
quotes. However, the interviews she 
conducted make for shocking read- 
ing; the strongest personal elements 
in the book are the horror stories she 
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gathered from abused 
former detainees, their 
families, and the few 
whistleblowing Amen- 
cans who objected to the 
abuses. Seamlessly inte- 
grated into her prose, 
these interviews make 
up the bulk of Monster- 
ing and are deeply mov- 
ing—they outrage, dis- 
gust, and drive the read- § 
er to pity 

Equally interesting 
are the few interviews 
McKelvey conducted 
with obviously guilty 
parties. Lynndie Eng- 
land, the solder made 
famous by her appear- 
ance in the Abu Ghraib 
photographs, granted 
her first (and, to date, 
only) interview from 
prison to McKelvey, 
who also interviewed 
England's family. The 
woman who has come 
to represent the mon- 
strousness of Abu 
Ghraib isn’t the greatest 
revelation in the text (nearly four 
years after the photographs were 
first aired.on,60 Minutes II, most peo-

With the tacit support of the 
American administration and the 
surreal conditions of life in the 
detainee camps and prisons, tortur 
and humiliation as techniques of 
interrogation began to seem likea 
perfectly normal, acceptable pra 
tices. Monstering chronicles this 
downward slide into madness

screen TV. Both times my co-diner 
and I took seats on the other end of 
the room, the better to survey 
Kamil’s visual splendour. And on 
both visits we were quickly apprised 
of the menu items that weren't avail- 
able, most gallingly the Iskender 
donair, a salad of marinated beef, 
thick cubes of grilled pide, diced 
tomato, cucumber and onion and 
two sauces on the side. 

So we opted for the grilled meat

Syria—a folded-over pita spread 
with spiced ground beef and grilled 
with olive oil.

The chicken kebab platter was like 
the platters we had experienced pre- 
viously, but the diced tomato salad 
was replaced by an iceberg lettuce 
salad without dressing (we used the 
supplied lemon wedge) and there 
were four juicy slabs of chicken 
perched on the pilaf. Kamil and his 
employees know how to grill some 
meat, my date and J agreed. 

In one final comical bit of miscom- 
munication, we tried to erder some 
baklava to go. We meant to order 





two small pieces but instead 
received two full orders—eight 
pieces—for $7. I think I understood 
that the baklava was not made in- 
house, but it was certainly flaky, 
nutty and aswim in sugary syrup. 
We made it last almost two days. 

So maybe it’s not excessively pret- 
ty, and maybe it’s not in the nicest 
neighbourhood, and maybe you're 
unlikely to get the benefit of the full 
menu, but what you will get is very 
reasonable prices on very tasty Turk- 
ish food, an endless supply of pleas- 
ant if uncomprehending smiles and 
a heap of baklava.

different person—that Iraq changed 
him (and by extension the United 
States) into a monster. 

Haggis’ script is plotted fairly con- 
ventionally, complete with a red her- 
ring suspect who pops up at the end 
of the second act and handy witness- 
es who come forward with helpful 
information at exactly the moment 
Deerfield reaches a dead end.

Von Trier takes on the business world with satirical The Boss of It All

HANG ON, LET'S GET THIS STRAIGHT— 
a Lars von Trier comedy? 

Well, yes, The Boss of It All is 
exactly that: a comedy—obviously a 
black comedy, let’s not get carried 
away—set in an IT firm, closer in 
tone to The Office than The King- 
dom. 

Fans of the Danish director and 
film theoretician will rightly point 
out that von Trier has always had a 
streak of humour running through 
much of his work—particularly his 
early films—but the last decade or so 
he’s been busy outraging with a 
series of nasty cinematic polemics 
that have drawn as much ire as 
admiration. The Boss of It All, howev- 
er, comes pretty much as adver- 
tised—a breezy little film, unpreten- 
tious, at times charming, and yes, 
quite funny. Even the director, who 
contributes a voiceover and a short, 
Hitchcockian cameo appearance, 
goes to great pains to assure that The 
Boss of It All won't have any of the 
sturm und drang associated with 


films like Dogville, Dancer in the Dark, 
or The Five Obstructions. 

“You can see my reflection,” he 
says, hovering just outside the build- 
ing, camera in hand. “But this film 
won't cause you more thana 
moment's reflection.” 

Not true: everything in this so- 
called harmless comedy seems to 
reflect back on von Trier, a trickster 
as happy to screw around with his 
audience as with his actors. Take his 
main character, the owner of the IT 
firm in question, and von Trier’s 
stand-in. Ravn (Peter Gantzler) is the 
kind of weak-willed boss who can’t 
stand to have his more unpopular 
decisions associated with him, so he 
invents a company president to 
shrug the responsibility off on. 
When the opportunity comes up to 
sell the business to an aggrieved Ice- 
landic businessman—one who 
insists on dealing only with the fake 
president—Ravn is forced to hire an 
actor, Kristoffer (Jens Albinus), to 
play him. 

A bumbling sort who can barely 
hold up his own invented character, 
Kristoffer proceeds to wreak havoc 
among the employees, angering the 
businessman and throwing Ravn’s

And sure enough, not ten 
seconds later, Freeman’s voiceover 
started—he was saying something 
about how the Greek gods invented 
love in order to keep themselves 
from being bored, and then, after 
love was invented, they invented 
laughter just so they could cope with 
it. 

Well, there’s a lot of love onscreen 
in Feast of Love—seven different cou- 
ples, by my count. There’s not a 
huge amount of laughter, although I 
did enjoy the scene where Greg Kin- 
near, whose wife has just left him for 
another woman, is so desperate for 
companionship that he sneaks into 
his sister's house and kidnaps her 
dog. And once Freeman’s narration 
lets up, there’s so much love and 
laughter (well, amiable chuckles, 
maybe)—not to mention a lot of 
pretty actresses who director Robert 
Benton was able to talk into taking 
their clothes off—that I was definite- 
ly never bored. 

The film is set among.a loose com- 
munity of friends and lovers in Port- 
land, Oregon. Kinnear is Bradley, 
the owner of the local coffee shop, a 
nice, cheerful guy with spectacularly 
bad judgment when it comes to 
women: after the lesbian wife, he 
begins dating a real estate agent 
(Radha Mitchell), not realizing that 
she's embroiled ina deeply toxic 
affair with a married man filled with 
even more self-loathing than she is. 
Two of Bradley's employees are also 
in love: Oscar (Toby Hemingway) is 
a former heroin addict trying to”

Kigali, and Shooting Dogs, do we real- 
ly need another Rwanda story? 
Aren't there more pressing tragedies 
to turn our attentions to? 

Maybe the recent spate of atten- 
tion being paid to a decade-old hor- 
ror story is just our way of making 
up for the fact that during the Rwan- 
dan genocide in April 1994, the 
North American media machine 
spent more time dissecting the sui- 
cide of a single American rock star 
than it did on the murders of hun- 
dreds of thousands of Africans 

But if there must be another film 
about the Rwandan tragedy, Shake 
Hands With the Devil is as good as we 
can hope for. Over its 113 minutes, 
Shake Hands proves to be one of the 
most compelling of all the films and 
books produced about the genocide 

It also engages a few questions 
that are uncomfortable to answer, 
especially for Canadians like Dal- 
aire, devoted as we are to the ideal 
of nonpartisan peacekeeping and 
conflict resolution. As a UN peace- 
ceper, Dallaire was not expected to 
take sides in the conflict, and he was 
not expected to take an offensive 
stance—even if doing so would help 
prevent a genocide. Hands tied by a

lack of support from higher-ups, a 
shortage of supplies and weapons, 
and, most frustratingly, by direct 
orders not to intervene, Dallaire was 
effectively powerless to stand in the 
way of the Hutu militias when they 
began systematically butchering eth- 
nic Tutsis (killing at least half a mil- 
lion people in three months, and 
possibly upwards of a million)

laire is that of a man slowly losing 
his grip on sanity. Peering into the 
hateful eyes of Hutu leaders, navi- 
gating streets and buildings filled 


with dismembered, violated corpses, 


and desperately pleading with his 
superiors for more troops, more 
resources, and more latitude to pre- 
vent the disaster he sees coming (or 


once it’s underway, at least mitigate 
it), Dupuis’ performance is agoniz- 
ing. I can’t think of many films in 
which any actor portrays, so con- 
vincingly and thoroughly, a charac- 
ter’s loss of ope 

This is a story with no happy end- 
ing, in which no lessons are learned 
There’s no redemption for Dallaire 
or for Rwanda. What redemption 
can there be in a genocide a million 
strong? The most we can ask for is to 
move on, and it’s to the credit of 
director Roger Spottiswoode and 
writer Michael Donovan (who based 
his script on Dallaire’s book of the 
same name) that the film acknowl 
edges this. ihe sno “ten years 
later” segment depicting Hutus and 
Tutsis rebuilding schools and hospi- 
tals together, no shots of children 
playing atop a hillside. Such a seg- 
ment would be heartwarming— 
maybe even accurate. (What does 
Rwanda look like today?) But Shake 
Hands With the Devil is honest 
enough to know that no amount of 

good work in the future can erase 
the evil of the past. It will always be 
there, lingering, waiting, Dallaire’s 
pain is that of aman w ho knows 
that evil intimately, and who knows 
too that it will manifest again some- 
day—or maybe right now, in some 
ignored corner of the world, in some 
overlooked story in the back pages 
of the morning newspaper

Sic 1982 comedy Noises Off.

How will Bob Baker choreograph the chaos of Noises Off? 


Frayn’s play, after all, isn’t just an 
intricately plotted backstage farce: 
it's three intricately plotted backstage 
farces—four, if you count Nothing 
On, the dreadful play-within-a-play 
that the nine characters repeatedly 
try to perform without letting their 
egos, their personal relationships, 
and their faulty memories get in the 
way. 

It’s a mare's nest of missed 
entrances, dropped lines, misplaced 
props and sabotaged perfor- 
mances—enough to completely kill 
the sense of humour of any director 


crazy enough to try staging it. Lucki- 
ly, Bob Baker is a crazy person. 

“{Set and costume designer] Leslie 
Frankish and | sat in our backyard 
months ago,” he says, “and we went 
through every line and figured it all 
out—‘Tf she’s going to grab the axe 
out of his hand here, she’s got to be 
up some steps... but wait, the door 
she came out of is way over there.’ 
You see, Frayn doesn’t tell you 
where to put the doors in the script. 
And once the model of the set came 
in, it was me marching around little 
three-inch pieces with pennies on 





their feet so they wouldn't fall over.” 
He laughs. “Of course, when real 
human beings finally show up, you 
realize that they can’t move up the 
stairs as fast as me lifting up a little 
penny-footed cardboard character.” 
It might sound like hyperbole, but 
it's probably true: no other director 
in Edmonton has the training and 
experience you need to do Noises Off. 
Baker has overseen farces, most 
notably B-Movie: The Play and Ser- 
vant of Two Masters (both written by 
Tom Wood, who also stars in Noises 
Off); he’s handled the elaborate stage 
choreography of A Christmas Carol 
and Peter Pan; and he's proven his 
Anglophile sensibilities as well with 
Present Laughter and The Constant 
Wife. 
“You need to be willing to do a lot 


of homework,” he says. “You need 
an eye for choreography, and espe- 
cially you need the ability to focus 
multiple layers of activity, so that the 
audience watches what you want 
them to watch. Watching Noises Off 
is like watching a hockey game, 
except there’s no obvious puck, so 
you've always got to let them know 
where the puck is.” 

Maybe that’s why Noises Off, 
which is routinely referred to as per- 
haps the funniest play of the last 50 
years, doesn’t get performed more 
often: it’s funniness is a fragile thing, 
and if the direction is baggy or the 
roles miscast or even if the energy in 
the theatre isn’t just right, the 
humour vanishes more quickly than 
a plate of prop sardines. 

Baker himself talks about seeing 
the show in its original 1984 New 
York incarnation with Dorothy 
Loudon and Victor Garber and 
laughing so hard he nearly hurt him- 
self. But when he dragged some 
friends to see it a few nights later, the 
audience sat there stone-faced. The 
1992 film version of Noises Off is 
famously dreadful, despite the pres- 
ence of blue-chip comic talents like 
Carol Burnett, Michael Caine and 
Denholm Elliott. How could 
thing so funny go so wrong? 

“Well, farce is communal,” offers 
Baker. “It’s a piece that was written 
for the theatre and it probably 
should have stayed there. We're at 
the point now in rehearsal where 
we're going, ‘We're missing a char- 
acter—we're missing the audience. 
They’re the tenth character... And 
it's made for anyone who loves the 
theatre.” ;

Festival programmer Guy Lavallee encapsulates the features in your future 


“LIKING MOVIES” WOULD SEEM TO BE 
the baseline requirement for a film 
festival programmer. 

But Guy Lavallee... he really likes 
movies. 

And it’s not just watching movies 
that the EIFF’s Festival Programmer 
loves. He’s passionate about the 
whole experience of going to the the- 
atre, an experience he fears we're 
losing touch with in the era of the 
generic megaplex and the home 
video experience. 

“T remember when [ was a kid, all 
the summer blockbusters, | remem- 
ber standing in line at the Metropoli- 
tan Cinema in Winnipeg to see Star 
Trek I: The Wrath of Khan, | remem- 
ber standing in line at the Northstar 
Cinema to see Raiders of the Lost Ark 
and a lineup going the other way for 
History of the World. | remember 
these things because the theatre itself 
was part of the experience.” 

Lavellee’s movie memories 
include his first job (as a 14-year-old 

gold-suited usher), the Winnipeg 
theatre manager who dressed ina 
tux on Saturday nights, his success- 
ful forays as movie buy for retail

outlets, and summer holidays 
planned around attending the 
Toronto International Film Festival.

She panicked, drove home and 
arked the car in her garage, and, 
despite Biggs’ pleas for help, she left 
him there to die. 
Filmmaker Stuart Gordon—a man 
whose H.P. Lovecraft adaptations 
such as Re-Animator, Bride of Re-Ani- 
mator, The Beyond, and Dagon have 
secured him a solid berth in the 
“cult” section of your local video 
store—certainly thought that the 
case had volumes to say about mod- 
em times. His latest, Stuck, stars 
fena Suavari (American Beauty) in 
the driver's seat and Stephen Rea 
(The Crying Game) as her unfortunate 
ictim. While it isn’t a completely 
fact-based retelling—names have 
been changed, as has the outcome 
(Mallard was sentenced to 50 years

Not only does Sullivan 
keep an ongoing video diary 
throughout the race, but he allows 
Moulins to film several intimate, 
undignified moments from his daily 
routine that illustrate the challenges 
he faces simply bathing himself and 
getting dressed in the morning. 

But ultimately, Citizen Sam feels 
like a huge missed opportunity to 
explore the rough-and-tumble reali- 
ties of civic politics. Moulins never 

lains what issues are at stake in 
this election for Vancouver, or even 
what separates Sullivan’s platform 
from that of his main opponent, Jim 
Green. We're told at the start of the 
film that Sullivan is a huge under- 
dog in the election, but Moulins fails 
to provide the slightest explanation 
of how Sullivan accomplished his

This documentary needs to decide 
what it’s about. New Orleans native 
Todd Berger begins with footage of 
his devastated city, segues into a 
defence of Mardi Gras ds a family- 
oriented parade sanctioned by the 
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Catholic Church—apparently those 
Girls Gone Wild are all out-of-town- 
ers with attitude problems—and 
finally meanders into promising ter- 
ritory: the controversial first Mardi 
Gras after Katrina. 

Unfortunately, Don’t Fat the Baby 
utterly lacks a narrative arc—as a 
director Berger seems constitutional- 
ly unable to stick to one topic. The 
footage is pieced:together haphaz- 
ardly, jumping from all-too-brief 
footage of the parade’s ingeniously 
crafted floats to anti-FEMA activists 
to flood-wrecked houses, to count- 
less bureaucrats, merchants and citi- 
zens, including an enraged law pro- 
fessor ranting about conspiracies, his 
already-dubious credibility com- 
pletely undermined by the unex- 
plained hazmat suit (beekeeper’s 
uniform?) he’s wearing. Berger 
apparently felt compelled to include 
every piece of footage he could film, 
relevant or not; too bad he couldn’t 
take his own advice and throw out 
some of those babies.

It’s quite the concept: take homeless 
men, coach them in soccer, and 
bring them to Cape Town, South 
Africa, for an actual Homeless 
World Cup.

This Turkish-German entry is lean, 


subtle, heart-wrenching, and just a 
wee bit boring. Set in Germany and 
Turkey during a bayram (a non- 
national and non-denominational 
holiday), we meet Hamburg Univer- 
sity professor Nejat in Bremen, 
where his dad still visits hookers. 
Pretty soon one of these pros is mov- 
ing in, a decision that sets the stage 
for a convoluted tale of family deceit 
and endangered friendships. 

Unfortunately, the characters are 
too spare to evoke much sympathy 
or understanding. At times it feels 
deftly plotted, and other times suf- 
fers from Kitchen Sink Syndrome. Is 
it a political movie? A love story? A 
thriller? A family drama? We're not 
really sure. 

Germany has the largest Turkish 
expat community in Europe, and at 
last count, the Turks account for 
more than 26 per cent of Germany’s 
foreign population. The ongoing 
conflicts over integration and assimi- 
lation, as well as the increasing ties 
between the two countries, are inter- 
esting enough script material on 
their own without adding mafia 
thugs and German jail cells.

imonton Opera's 44th season: Bizet’s Carmen 
Few men have the will to resist Carmen's beguiling power, least 
of all Corporal Don José, whose infatuation for the fiery-tempered 
gypsy quickly turns to jealous obsession. After casting José aside 
in favour of Escamillo the bullfighter and driving the corporal to 
madness, she seals her tragic fate 

Based on a story of the same name by French author, Prosper 
Merimée, Bizet’s Carmen is one of the most performed operas in 
history. When Carmen premiered at the Opéra Comique of Paris in 
1875, it flopped, considered by critics to be superficial and immoral 
At the time, only a handful of critics recognized Bizet’s genius, 
hailing the French composer for his innovation creating complex 


characters and themes, as well as a seductive score featuring 
brilliant orchestrations interwoven with the pulsating rhythms of 
Spanish folk-music 

Bizet's work on Carmen began when he was commissioned by 


the artistic director at Opéra Comique to write a new work for the 





financially troubled opera house. After this point, all sig) emed to 





point to “no” as far as the opera gaining any success was concerned 
The libretto alone caused such an uproar upon its release that Bizet 
had trouble even casting the production. The Comique was a family- 
friendly venue, and staff worried that Carmen's scandalous subject 
matter would scare patrons away; rich patrons, who often used box 
seats at the opera house to interview prospective sons-in-law. 

Bizet eventually sorted out Carmen's casting woes and eventually 
moved on to rehearsals... which dragged on for five months. The 
orchestra hated Carmen: they thought the score was unplayable. 
The cast hated Carmen: they found Bizet's directions impossible 
to follow. The Comique’s artistic director hated Carmen: he was 
convinced the production would plunge the opera house into 
irreversible financial ruin. The composer, however, loved it, pressed 


on, and his tenacity paid off...kind of. By the time Carmen went to 
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curtain, the majority of the company recognized the opera's genius. 

Like most great operas, Carmen was a work ahead of its time. 
It simply took audiences and critics a while to recognize the 
innovation in Bizet’s work! His principal characters (Carmen and 
Don José) are two of the most complex and profound characters 
in operatic literature. Carmen, unlike most tragic heroines, is not 
self-destructive; she simply lives in the moment, unapologetically 
so. José, being a soldier, cannot cope with her capricious nature and 
(spoiler alert!) kills her, Bizet highlights the tragedy of Carmen and 
José's incompatibility in their duets: until Carmen, most French and 
Italian operatic duets had lead characters singing together. Carmen 
and José’s duets see them singing alone, their voices very rarely 
combined. 

Although Bizet died before his work gained much critical 
recognition, today Carmen is recognized as one of the most famous, 
and enduring, operas of all time. It enjoys a firmly entrenched spot 
in virtually all opera companies’ repertoires, and Edmonton Opera 
is no exception — this production marks the seventh time it has been 
produced in Edmonton Opera's 44-year history. Carmen makes its 
fiumphant return, by popular demand, to the Northern Alberta 
Jubilee Auditorium October 20, 23, and 25, 2007, at 7:30 pm

Falstaff, Verdi's aging, stout, skirt-chasing knight closes 
Edmonton Opera's 44th season with his a long-overdue visit to our 
fair city. 

Only his lust for money is more powerful than Falstaff’s lust for 
women and wine. In an attempt to mend his financial woes, portly 
old Sir John plots to seduce two noblewomen simultaneously with 
convoluted and wildly funny results. 

Falstaff was Verdi's last opera and only his second comedy. 
Following the success of his two previous Shakespearean operas, 
Otello and Macbeth, Verdi based Falstaff on The Bard's The Merry 
Wives of Windsor. Hailed by many as Verdi's finest opera, Falstaff 
combines extraordinarily beautiful music with joyous ensembles, 
and leaves no question concerning the composer's artistry. 

The character Sir John Falstaff appears in two of Shakespeare's 
other plays; in Henry IVparts one and two, as a comedic companion 
to Prince Hal, also known as the future King of England, Henry 
V. Even excluding Falstaff’s star role in The Merry Wives, Hamlet 
is the only other character in Shakéspeare’s repertoire with more 
lines. 

In fact, Falstaff has made a number of appearances, in one form 
or another, in a variety of plays, operas, films, songs, books and 
pop culture references, The Tragically Hip's song, Fiddler's Green 
mentions him. Remember Bob the petty thief in Gus Van Sandt’s 
1991 film, My Own Private Idaho? Bob is based on Sir Falstaff. Our 
drunken knight is even high-brow enough to find his way into New 
Yorker Magazine's poetry selections: Geckos In Obscure Light, a 
poem by William Logan, refers to Falstaff's distended belly. 

What it is about Sir John that makes him such a popular 
fellow? He’s a lecher, a schemer, a heavy drinker and fairly 
corpulent...repulsive by both Elizabethan and contemporary 
standards. Even his name is a pun on impotence (likely caused 
by the aforementioned affinity to booze). What makes Falstaff so 
attractive a character is his sense of humour. He's the comic relief. 





He's the funny guy at the party, the one who does the keg stands 
and falls on a table, crushing it, just to get a laugh. Falstaff is to 
Shakespeare what Chris Farley was to Saturday Night Live. 

But Falstaff's apparently shallow character also lends itself to 
the development of the characters, as well as the plot that unfolds, 
around him. Falstaff's buffoonery provides us with a frame of 
reference; he’s a guy that most of the audience can somehow relate 
to, when we have yet to understand other characters’ moods or 
motivations. Falstaff's motivations are fairly simple: money, lust, 
booze. He provides contrast so we sce more clearly the motivations 
of the protagonists: love, loss, power. 

Think of Seinfeld... Even when you don’t always get what's 
going on in any given episode, you can usually depend on George 
making an idiot of himself. The audience relies on that consistency 
of character. The goof is timeless. 

Not only do you have a bit of on-stage drunken mischief to look 
forward to from Edmonton Opera's presentation of Falstaff, the 
music is good too. Falstaff bumbles his way to the Northern Alberta 
Jubilee Auditorium April 19, 22 and 24, 2008; the production is sung 
in Italian with English supertitles.

Edmonton Opera produces each opera, flies in singers from all 
over the world, rehearses the productions for weeks, builds sets, 
handles the marketing and ticket selling, and fundraises within 
the community. All in all, hundreds and hundreds of hours go in 
to producing just one opera production 


There are approximately 200 people involved in running the 
spectacle known as opera. There are often up to 130 singers 
and actors on the stage and 55 musicians in the pit. During each 
performance, there are up to 50 additional people managing 
lights, stage directions, hair, make-up & costumes, lighting and 


set changes, etc 


Opera singers are not miked!! These incredible performers 
sing over a 55-piece professional orchestra and their voices 
fill the Jubilee Auditorium, which is the size of a football field 
Absolutely incredible! 


The average cost to build a costume is $2500 to $5000. There 
are up to 150 costumes used in any given opera production. 
Performers often have complete hair, makeup and costume 
changes in as little as 20 seconds! 


The sets and scenery are either rented from opera companies all 
over North America or built by Edmonton Opera. Our sets have 
traveled from as far away as New Orleans, Montreal and Hawaii

Still, the man can’t be happy 
about the fact that his name is syn- 
onymous not with “savvy produc- 
er” but “godawful director.” He 
can’t be thrilled to know that, even 
working in a genre (videogame 
adaptations) that has arguably never 
produced a good movie, his work 
stood out as being particularly inco- 
herent, with espeaally bad acting, 
unusually awkward staging and 
notably lame dialogue. It must bother 
him to see four of his films (House of 
the Dead, Alone in the Dark, Blood- 
Rayne and Sead) firmly ensconced in 
the Internet Movie Database’s “Bot- 
tom 100” list of the worst movies of 
all time. And it’s got to piss a person 
off when someone buys the 
www.uweboll.com domain name 
and uses it to post a short message 
begging him to quit directing. Right? 

“Well, you cannot survive what 
happened to me without having an 
ironical sense of humour,” says Boll, 
who will be hosting An Evening With 
Uwe Boll this Saturday at the 
Edmonton Film Festival. “I know 
some directors who get depressed 
after getting only one thumb up 
from Roeper and Ebert. If you see 
what happened to me, with thou- 
sands of people signing petitions to 













get me to stop making movies— 
you've got to take it with a sense of 
humour.” 


THE NO-ILLUSIONIST 

Boll does seem willing to laugh at 
himself—in Postal, one of the films 
he's bringing with him to the EIFF, 
he makes a cameo appearance as 
himself, lightly shrugging off accusa- 


and seemed to relish doing so. 

I don’t think Boll has any illusions 
about the quality of his films—he's 
just sick of being a target. “Look at 
movies like Elekta or Ultraviolet,’ he 
says. “Those movies are also not 
good. But the reviews didn’t get per- 
sonal. They didn’t say, ‘I hope this is 
the final nail in his coffin.’ A lot of 
BloodRayne reviews just said, “Here's 
the next piece of shit from Uwe Boll’ 
and didn’t give the reader any idea 
what BloodRayne is even about!” 

Boll stops short of calling it a con- 
spiracy, but he does accuse the 
IMDb of allowing people to vote on 
his movies long before they've even 
been screened—in other words, 
deliberately encouraging people to 
pile on and keep trashing his films, 
sight unseen. 

Actually, it’s kind of amazing Boll 
is willing to give any interviews at 
all. “It’s kind of tiring,” he admits, 
“to answer the same questions about 
bad reviews and the boxing match 
over and over again, especially if 
you have three movies coming out.” 


HAMMER TIME 

Fair enough, especially since the two 
Boll movies that'll be screening at 
EIFF suggest he has greater ambi- 
tions than doing crappy videogame 
adaptations. Heart of America, which

tions that he finances his films with 
Nazi gold and then dying after tak- 
ing a bullet to his crotch. On the 
other hand, he doesn’t shy away 
from writing combative, angry let- 
ters to critics who've panned his 
films. He even challenged five of 
them to each go 10 rounds with him 
in the boxing ring—the event, 
dubbed Raging Boll, would be filmed 
and included as a special feature on 
the Pastal DVD. Boll, a former ama- 
teur boxer, beat the snot out of them, 


he made just before House of the 
Dark, is a serious ensemble drama 
set on the morning of a Columbine- 
like school shooting—it's like Uwe 
Boll’s version of Elephant. (It should 
be noted that the only adult who 
dies in the film is a creative writing 
teacher who delights in criticizing 
his students’ stories—a prophetic 
touch?) And Posialis a deliberately 
offensive Team Ameria-style 9/11 
satire that begins with two terrorist 
pilots arguing in the cockpit over

HOPE FOR THE FUTURE

By the end of the 1990s, Serbia had 
lived through harsh economic sanc- 
tions, witnessed three civil wars, 
undergone a severe recession and 
withstood 78 days of bombing by 
NATO forces. The heartfelt “video- 
mentary” Hope for the Future follows 
32 students from across Canada who 
travelled to the Balkans “to make the 
world a better place.” “We don’t 
come from a high-income area,” 
explains one of the wide-eyed young 
people at the start of the film, “and 
to raise money for this project was 
extraordinary in itself.” 

The trip is part of a program 
founded by Halifax schoolteacher 
Hetty van Gurp called Peaceful 
Schools International, and is 
designed to create a dialogue 
between young people from differ- 
ent cultures and social circum- 
stances. It’s all very earnest and 
high-minded, and the film certainly 
sounds cloyingly obvious and 
manipulatively “inspirational,” but 





it’s actually illuminating to see these 
Canadian kids (some of whom had 
never even flown before, let alone 
visited a war zone) responding to 
the resilience and generosity of their 


Serbian counterparts.

It’s no small feat to direct a docu- 
mentary about marriage without 
succumbing to sentimentality or 
cynicism, but with Inlaws & Outlaws 
Drew Emery has done just that. He 
lets his dozens of subjects tell their 
stories, revealing only gradually 
which ones are straight, which are 
gay, and which of them ended up 
together. These are love stories so

With Postal and Heart of America, 
Boll starts to resemble not the new 
Ed Wood, but a bizarro, Teutonic 
version of Michael Moore: Heart of 
Amenica is his Bowling for Columbine. 
Postal is his Fahrenheit 9/11. He’s 
even preparing a new film called 
United States of America, about a 
retiree falling through the social safe- 
ty net, which he says shares the 
same themes as Sicko. 

L ask Boll if these are the films he 
wants to be remembered by—if they 
could be said to constitute his legacy 

“No,” he replies. “I just enjoy 
making movies. Sometimes they 
turn out good, sometimes they turn 
out bad. I like directors like John 
Ford, who made 100 movies in his 
career and who said sometimes you 
get lucky and make an unbelievably 
good movie and sometimes you 
have a piece of shit. It comes how it 
comes. It’s all about enjoying the 
process.”

Local hero Carl Bessai’s car-crash drama gets 2007’s EIFF rolling

I'VE SEEN TOO MANY CANADIAN 
movies sell themselves out in lame, 
subtle ways—like they show Ameri- 
can money—and I always wonder 
why we have to do that.” 

Carl Bessai pauses on the other 
end of the line, which at the moment 
connects to Los Angeles, where the 
Edmonton-born writer/director is 
developing a project. Bessai speaks 
ineffortless paragraphs that seem to 
anticipate all the questions you'd put 
toan prominent Canadian filmmak- 
er with anew movie headed to the- 
atres. Cinema, as a collaborative art- 
form encompassing a million details, 
calls for some measure of compro- 


mise, and just now Bessai is musing 
on the compromises endemic to 
moviemaking in his home and 
native land. 

“You're pushed all the time to put 
these movie stars in your films that 
you don't really have the money for, 
and as a Canadian director you 
think, ‘God, I’m trying to make this 
film about this place I know and 
these people I know, but I have to 
pretend it’s the States and put a 
bunch of American actors in it.’ It 
doesn’t seem right, you know?” 

Bessai has seven distinctively 
Canadian features to his credit, so he 
clearly knows something about get- 
ting his vision onscreen without 
dressing it up in American duds. 
Nonmal, his latest effort, kicks off the 
Edmonton International Film Fest 
with a gala screening on Friday at 


the Garneau Theatre. 

Nonmal was not an easy film to get 
made, according to Bessai. A multi- 
character drama focused on the 
emotional aftershocks of a fatal car 
accident as they ripple across family, 
friends and survivors, it’s not the 
kind of story investors line up to 
throw money at. Not until you get 
some famous names attached, any- 
how. 

“Nowadays, asking people for 
millions of dollars when you don’t 
have movie stars is not done,” Bessai 
notes. 

Fortunately, the movie stars who 
helped make the movie bankable, 
Carrie-Anne Moss (the Matix trilo- 
gy) and Kevin Zegers (Transamenica), 
happened to be homegrown talent, a 
fact that pleased Bessai, who wanted 
to set Normal in Victoria. Bessai

rounded out the top billing of his all- 
Canadian east with Callum Keith 
Rennie and Tygh Runyan, veterans 
both of Bessai’s previous work. 

“1 think directors really need to 
have ongoing relationships with 
actors where they feel they can really 
trust each other and work together 
and improvise and create something 
together,” Bessai says. “What I'd 
ultimately like to have is a Mike 
Leigh sort of thing where you have 
your ensemble and you know them 
really well and you create things 
together. So 1 was happy to plug 
some of the people I know and love 
into this.” 

Of course, it doesn’t always work 
that way. Moss's schedule provided 
less than a week in which to capture 
all her scenes as Catherine, the 
bereaved mother for whom two 
years has done little to ease the pain 
of her son's death. 

“Tt was a bit freaky in that sense 
because I didn’t know her the way I 
know Callum,” Bessai admits. “She 
came into the process and really had 


to trust me and open herself to the 
role. And | think what you have in 
the film, she’s fragile but there’s a 
hostility too. On one hand, you think 
the role could have been played real- 
ly sympathetic and vulnerable, but 
what we have in the film are 
moments where Catherine is lashing 
out at her family, and I think that’s 
more truthful, that she would have 
this huge anxiety and frustration 
with the people in her life who want 
things to go back to normal. I think 
Carrie-Anne captured that, and it’s 
hard not to be affected by that.” 
Bessai says dramatic ensemble 
films like Crash and Babel might have 
warmed up audiences for a film like 
his, but he took pains to make sure 
Normal doesn’t cross over into melo- 
drama and heartstring-tugging 
After all, what's more Canadian

than emotional reserve and circum- 
spection? 

“We've seen films that revolve 
around accidents before—it’s not the 
only film out there like this. It’s not a 
supremely original idea, but this 
kind of thing happens every day, 
and yet movies tend to sensational- 
ize it, and I was trying to make it not 
be sensational. I was really trying to 
restrain myself, and not overdrama- 
tize things and let the audience 
decide for themselves how they feel 
about the moment.” 

Bessai says he’s pleased to be pre- 
senting Normal to a hometown 
crowd, and to be screening it in the 
very theatre where he saw his first 
Canadian feature film as a teenager. 
“My distributor always worries 
about depressing people on the 
opening night of a film festival, but I 
don’t think the movie is depressing,” 
Bessai says. “There's struggle, but 
there's also redemption.”

Steve Rocco was never a particularly 
good skateboarder. And in the late 
‘80s, it looked like his career as a 
skateboard designer would be simi- 
larly inauspicious—funded with a 
few maxed-out credit cards and a 
$20,000 loan from a bookie, his com- 
pany name, “World Industries,” was 
a self-deprecating joke. 
But as Mike Hill's documentary 
The Man Who Souled the World makes 
clear, the joke didn’t last long: in 
2002, he sold World Industries for 
$46 million. But Rocco's main influ- 
ence is cultural rather than financial: 
he nurtured the careers of guys like 
Spike Jonze, Jason Lee and Johnny 
Knoxville, and shook up the corpo- 
rate skateboard industry with a blast 
of irreverent, street-skater fresh air. 
Whether you respect those 
achievements or not, Hill’s film 
reveals a likable man who is both 
compassionate and a born leader, 
someone whose approach to life is 
so far outside the box that he might 
not be aware that boxes even exist. 
There’s lots of footage of skateboard- 
ing here—maybe a little tomuch— 
but you've got to marvel at (and 
envy) these athletes’ agility, their 
energy and their intuitive command 
of their boards. [ wish I had a little of 
Rocco's business savvy too.

Gil Kofman’s tale of survivor guilt 
was a big hit at the film festival in 
my old stomping grounds of 
Philadelphia.

Borrowing the structure of Crash 
(but subtracting the violence), 
Mopve Phone Booth explores the life, 
love, and screwed-up relationships 
of four sets of people in Las Vegas, 
all connected by the phone booth 
they use as a kind of confessional. 
(This may be the most famous 
phone booth in the world. It stood in 
the middle of the desert from 1960 to 
2000, when Bell removed it, and 
became kind of a cultural totem. 
People all over the world would call 
it to see who would answer, and one 
unbalanced man spent 32 days there 
taking phone calls after receiving 
instructions from the Holy Spirit. 

Mojave Phone Booth is a well-made 
indie film with decent actors (includ- 
ing the underused and still-foxy 
Steve Guttenberg), but the dialogue 
isa little stilted. It holds your atten- 
tion, but it’s fairly superficial. We 
don’t spend enough time with any 
of the characters to care enough 
about their choices, particularly the 
stupid ones. 

It's a laudable first effort from 
director John Putch, whose collec- 
tivist experiment in profit-sharing 
among cast and crew has produced 
an interesting, if at times self-con- 
scious movie.

Naming Number Two is one of those 
cases of a determined actor carrying 
an otherwise average film on their 
back, elevating it from a film that’s 
not-bad to a film that’s... well, not- 
great, but still a decent way to pass 
an hour and a half at a local film fes- 
tival. In the case of Naming Number 
Two, it’s the always wonderful Ruby

Though 
contrived at points and with an end- 
ing many moviegoers will likely find 
overly neat, Naming Number Two 
tellsa poignant family drama in an 
intriguingly exotic location. Some- 
times not-great is still good enough.

Wildly uneven in its humour and 
wildly offensive in its subject matter, 
Uwe Boll's Postal is hard to defend in 
terms of quality, but it’s certainly 
worth recommending to jaded EIFF 
audiences as sheer jaw-dropping 
spectacle. Like most of Boll’s films, 
it’s based on a videogame, but 
instead of the half-baked horror-fan- 
tasy of BloodRayne and Alone in the 
Dark, Postal is a go-for-broke satire _ 
on post-9/11 paranoia, religious 
fanaticism, the Bush administration 
and the Taliban that still manages to 
find room for a scene where Verne 
“Mini-Me” Troyer gets gang-raped 
by a thousand monkeys. 

The script, by Boll and Bryan C. 
Knight, isn’t funny so much as it is 
astonishingly willing to revolt its 
audience—whether that means 
showing a window washer at the 
World Trade Center getting creamed 
by an airplane... or letting former 
Kid in the Hall Dave Foley do an 
entire scene with his robe open and 
his dick hanging out... or staging a 
massive amusement-park shootout 
in which even eight-year-old kids 
get to die on camera, big, juicy blood 
squibs exploding from their chests.

This extremely enjoyable Canadian- 
made documentary provides an in- 
depth look at the marijuana industry 
and the conspiratorial campaign big 
business has led to make sure it 
stays illegal. 

Through narration and inter- 
views, Adam Scorgie sifts through 
the potential positives and negatives 
of decriminalizing or legalizing pot, 
and explain why it would be a prac- 
tical impossibility to do either with- 
out significantly affecting the North 
American economy. 

Scorgie’s enthusiasm is contagious 
and I get the feeling that the topic of 
“bud” is one that’s very close to his 
heart. The Union makes some famil- 
iar points: marijuana usage (pot does 
not kill brain cells, regardless of 
what the “Just Say No” folks told 
us), marijuana has very real and 
very positive medical applications. 
The surprises come in the scenes 
where Scorgia demonstrates just 
how much pot is out there, who has 
it, and who's growing it.

That 
remarkable feat turns out to be not 
the only thing these men have in 
common: they all share a similar 
sense of warmth and wonder. 

The film opens with newsreel 
clips—Martin Luther King, JFK 
delivering the address that inaugu- 
rated the project to put a man on the 
moon, escalation of the war in Viet- 
nam, Nikita Khrushchev—that rich- 
ly capture the context of the times. 
These are familiar images, but the 
reminiscences of these former astro- 
nauts are fresh, revealing and mov- 
ingly candid—Buzz Aldrin, for 
instance, talks about his mother’s

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suicide and his own battle with alco- 
holism after his return to Earth. 

By the end of this absorbing, 
thoughtful film, Roth has done 
something special: besides crafting a 
worthy tribute to these deceptively 
ordinary-looking men, he’s recap- 
tured the collective wonder and 
pride that the entire planet felt dur- 
ing NASA‘s glory days. It's a good 
feeling.

France, spoke the language fluently, 
went to Germany and did the same 
thing—he spoke three languages flu- 
ently: French, English, and German. 

“Of course, he created a huge stir 
in Europe, and came back to States 
and he was welcomed—then,” says 
Bibb sharply. “My aunt told me to 
practice and to sing, and then I could 
be another Roland Hayes. Well, we 
all know you can’t be another any- 
body. But that was what she felt in 
those years, and that was the inspi- 
ration.” 

And while Bibb certainly couldn't 
have become anyone other than 
himself, as a young black man grow- 
ing up in the segregated south, 
Bibb’s own story contains some 
marked parallels to that of Hayes— 
incidents from which time has not 
yet removed the edge. 

Bibb recalls how after WWII (he 
trained to join the famed segregated 
squadron of flying aces known as 
the Tuskegee Tigers, but the war 
ended before he was called to duty) 
he moved to New York and 
answered a newspaper want ad for 
a “colored singer.” “I called and the 
man said, ‘Are you colored,’ and ‘I 
said no, I'ma Negro.’ You can hear 
how the progression developed— 
colored, Negro, black, African- 
American.... We've been called 
many things.” 

Regardless, he got the part—a 
small role, but a big break as a cast 
member in Annie Get Your Gun, one 
of the most successful musicals of 
the decade. He met show business 
luminaries such as Ethel Merman 
(Annie's star), Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein and Irving Berlin, and set 
off on a successful career on the 
musical stage, which paved the way 
for his own Hayes-like moment 
when his touring production of Last 
in the Stars a few years later passed

Pioneering vocalist recounts a life of pain, politics, and perse 


through his hometown. 

“That was the first time I'd come 
back to Louisville as a professional 
singer. The University of Louisville, 
which is the university I couldn’t 
have attended when I lived there 
because of the segregation, granted 
mea honorary degree,” recalls Bibb, 
who says he attended Louisville 
Municipal College instead, after 
graduating from Central Colored _ 
High School. (He makes a point of 
listing his only options for educa- 
tion, and again emphasizes a hard 
“C” as he pronounces “colored,” not 
letting you forget the world from 
which he came, and what those 
words meant.) 

“As any deprived person... one, I 
didn’t even want to accept it asa 
protest, and, secondly, because of 
my parents, I didn’t want [to do] 
that.... They would have had to con- 
tinue to live there. So out of defer- 
ence to my parents, I accepted it. It 
was a hollow gesture, because I 
couldn't have attended ordinarily. I 
had a really hard time accepting it.” 

However, when Bibb is asked 
whether his emergence in the New 
York folk scene in the late ‘50s and 
early ‘60s coincided with his increas- 
ing politicization—around the same 
time he was blacklisted for sup- 
porting left-leaning causes (a tour of 
the Soviet Union in ‘64 certainly 
didn’t help matters either)—Bibb 
bristles. 

“You're making them analogous 
and they weren't necessarily. When I 
couldn't find jobs in the theatre, I 
began to develop a folk act. I could 
sing like a folk singer, or whatever 
everyone thought folk singers 
sounded like. I wasn’t a Pete Seeger. 
I wasn’t a Bob Dylan. I developed a 
repertoire based on chain gang 
songs, field hollers, spirituals, and 
English, Scottish, and Welsh ballads.

It was a mixed bag. But the poli. 
cization was not related to my byip, 
a folk singer, it was related to som, 
thing I had already begun to be 
aware of and to participate in long 
before. I would say that moy ing to 
New York from Louisville was g 
political act.” 

Interestingly enough, Bibb says 
that his other big move, from the 
U.S. to Canada, had little to do with 
politics. Making a tour stop w ith Bil 
Cosby in Vancouver in 69, Bibb sg 
he “woke up at the Bay Shore | {old 
and I saw all the beautiful green 
water and Stanley Park, and | sai¢ 
‘I'm going to come back here ona 
holiday. And I came back and 
stayed.” 

While his profile may not be as 
elevated as some artists of his era 
perhaps because of his 37 years liy. 
ing in this country, Bibb has been fj 
from idle. In recent years, he’s 
released two albums with his son 
the noted acoustic-blues 
singer/songwriter Eric Bibb; the 
elder Bibb calls these works “one of 
the most exciting things I had done 
in my whole career.” 

Just last week in fact, father and 
son teamed up with folk legend 
Odetta back in New York and creat! 
ed memories far more enjoyable 
than the harsher ones he’d been 
recalling earlier in our conversation 
“The three of us performed at BB

a nice, compact offering. “That sort 
of aspect of the production,” he 
admits, “was just sort of something 
we just glossed over in the past.”

“Tt bit me in the ass a little,” 
laughs Spaghetti.

actually a life-threatening hobby. 

Plug your guitar into a light socket 
and see what happens. Play your 
drums in the bathtub. Instead of fin- 
gers, use lit candles to babble away 
on your keyboard. The Polaris Prize- 
nominated, music-lovin’ hippies 
simply want to create an experimen- 
tal sound that’s truly—maybe dan- 
gerously—experimental. Singer and 
guitarist Jace Lasek spoke to SEE 
about his influences and why, exact- 
ly, his band is a “dark horse.” 

' SEE Magazine: Many influences 
can be heard on your album, from 
the psychedelic rock of Janis Joplin 
to the surf rock of the Beach Boys. 
Are your influences something you 
consciously incorporate, or do they 
take you by surprise? 

Jace Lasek: I’ve always been‘a fan 
of the Beach Boys, the Bee Gees and 
Roy Orbison, and | made a con- 
scious effort to make [Dark Horse] 
with a bit more pop than the first 
record. We've always really enjoyed 
vocal harmonies, and so whenever 
you start layering things up vocally, 
more often than not, you'll get refer- 
ences to The Beach Boys.

JL: It’s just basically inspiration. A 
bunch of people creating something 
in the studio always gets you 
inspired to create your own music. 

A lot of musicians from Montréal are 
pushing boundaries, musically, as 
far as popular music is concerned, 
and that is always really inspiring to 
me, to take what I do and push that 
further as well. 

SEE: So what is it about the ‘60s 
and ‘70s sound that's so attractive to 
you? 

* JL: I think back in the ‘60s and ‘70s 
they were still experimenting in the 
studio and still trying to create new 
and fresh sounds, so there was kind 
of this excitement in that era that had 
to do with going into the studio and 
creating new music. That maybe 
doesn’t really exist right now. People 
are sort of content—not in every 
case, of course—with the way things 
sound and they’re not really into 
taking risks in the studio. It was 
almost a prerequisite when you 
made records in the ‘60s and ‘70s to 
try and do something different or 
plug your guitar into something it’s 
not supposed to, you know?

SEE: Now, seeing as you guys 
really are getting more attention, 
award nominations, etc., where’d 
the album title come from?
